Proposed new Mission in the Pacific. 


The value and indispensible need of a foreign 
miseionary spirit, for developing the graces and 
maintaining the vigor of churches, has been so 
fully exemplified both at home and abroad, that 
members of the Sandwich Island Mission have 
proposed to form a new mission on one of the 
groups of coral islands lying some two thousand 
miles further westward, to be sustained in part by 
contributions and laborers from the native Hawaiian 
churches. Those churches now contribute about 
fifteen hundred dollars a year for missionary pur- 
poses, and it is believed that they might support the 
native members of the mission, and at the same 
time do more for supporting religious institutions 
among themselves. The Prudential Committee of 
the American Board, it is stated, have approved the 
plan and recommended the mater to the immediate 
consideration of the mission. The islands suggest- 
ted for the enterprise are Ualau, or Strong’s Island, 
of the Caroline group, and Makin, or Pitt’s Island, 
of the Kingmill group.

Cholera. 


This fatal scourge of the human race is again 
prevalent at the West. In Cincinnati it appears 
to have increased rapidly for a week past. Fifty 
deaths from it were reported for the 24 hours end- 
ing July 8. The buats on the Ohio and Mibssis- 
sippi rivers have more or less of it on board; and it 
is probable that it is introduced in the river towns 
by the boats. Large numbers of German emi- 
grants land at New Orleans and make their way 
into the interior by way of the river. Several fa- 
tal cases of cholera, “or something very much like 
it,” have been reported at Washington. The dis- 
ease of President Taylor is reported as “ bilious 
cholera, which had assumed a typhoid type.” 

A single case of cholera was reported in Boston 
last week, which is the only one we have heard of 
in New England. It is not probable that the dis- 
ease will prevail to the extent that it did last year. 
Physicians in some of the Western cities are of 
opinion that it will become “ acclimated” in this 
country and assume a milder form than that by 
which it was originally characterized.

Srorm at ALpany.—A terrible thunder storm 
occurred at Albany on Friday evening extending 
west and doing extensive damage to the canal and 
railroad. The shower lasted three hours at Alba- 
ny, during which rain fell to the depth of three 
inches ; two vessels were struck by lightning, and 
serious damage was done to the streets in conse- 
quence of the pavements being torn up by the 
abundance of water that fell, many small bridges 
were carried away and whole fields of grain were 
utterly destroyed. A serious accident occurred on 
the railroad west of Albany. The bridge at 
Schenck’s, a few miles east of Sprakers, was so 
badly undermined on both banks that as the locomo- 
tive reached it it fell. The engine was precipita- 
ted into the stream ; a freight car and a baggage 
car lodged on the top of the engine. The three 
passenger cars did not go into the stream, but were 
badly smashed. There were eight persons in the 
freight car, only fout of which have been found. 

The lightening was incessant, the sky being 
constantly illuminated by the flashes. The storm 
extended to this city, and still farther to the west, 
but a much smaller quantity of rain fell here than 
in Albany.

A Month Later from California. 


The steamer Philadelphia arrived at New York 
from Chagres on Sunday last, with upwards of 
eighty passengers, and $2,000,000 in gold dust, on 
consignment, and $500,000 in the hands of pas- 
sengers. 

The Pacific News says that some disturbance 
had occurred between the Americans and the for- 
eigners in consequence of the latter refusing to 
pay the miners tax. They had held a large meet- 
ing at Sonora, and passed resolutions to resist the 
payment of the tax. They posted inflamatory 
placards in derision of the Americans, and seemed 
to covet a querrel. 

“The Americans assembled in force,and announ- 
ced themselves ready to sustain the authorities of 
the State. ‘Two Americans were previously killed, 
while in the discharge of official duty among the 
foreign population. About five hundred men as- 
sembled at the towa of Sonora from the neighbor- 
hood; while the people of Sullivan’s diggings, and 
at Wood's also prepared for the emergency. 

The foreigners will have to be subservient to 
the law of the State concerning mining regula- 
tions. Public sentiment and public justice demand 
it—and their alternative is,to pay or go. They 
are leaving in large droves.” - 

Although no mention is made in the above ex- 
tract, of an engagement between the two parties, 
yet it is probable there was a collision of some 
sort, and that the Americans had the best of it, 
from the fact that foreigners are leaving. 

A fight had occurred with the Sacramento In- 
dians in which several had been killed. A treaty 
of peace has since been concluded with them. 

The assessors of San Francisco announce that 
the taxuble property of that place will { amount to 
upwards of three hundred millions of dollars. 

Several new towns are announced in various 
parts of the State, and the news from the mines, 
says the News “continues as formerly in an unin- 


terrupted stream of rich developments.” 


California has sent over a block of granite, for 
the Washington Monument.

Baron Stow on Christian Union. 


In the Jast number of the American Messenger, 
the above named gentleman, upon a resolution 
claiming for the American Tract Society, “a bond 
of Union, that cordially and strongly unites the 
people of God in efforts for the higher objects of 
their earthly mission,” is reported to have said: 


_ “This was an institution in which all who agree 
in the general object of diffusing the gospel could 
harmoniously engage. It di d those truths 
which the Spirit of God employed in the conver- 
sion and salvation of souls. Gabriel could desire 
no other work. It was not to form and discipline 
churches, but to seek the conversion of men, and 
their preparation for the church. Here was a 
platform broad enough, to which no one was called 
upon te descend, but to ascend, because it was 
higher than that which they usually occupied.” 


So then, it would seem, that in Dr. Stow’s esti- 
mation, the platform is higher than the pulpit. At 
least broader,and the Tract Society and other kind- 
red catholic institutions above the church, better 
adapted for the diffusion of those truths which the 
Spirit of God employs in the conversion and salva- 
tion of souls. Of course the formation and disci- 
plining of churches, though it commanded the sym- 
pathies and labors of Apostles, is a lower work. 
It might do for Paul, Peter, and John—but is quite 
too low for the high aspirings and burning zeal of 
Gabriel! 

He would doubtless prefer membership in a 
beard or association with the executive committee 
of some Evangelical Society, to membership in 
the church, or to the comparatively unimportant 
crudgery of forming and discipling chw ches ! 

All this might appear very well from the plat- 
form, and especially from the lips of the elcquent 
minister who uttered it, and doubtiess answered 
very well the purposes of the Society represented ; 
but when separated jfrom the occasion, it is seen to 
involve conclusions, which, to say the least, must 
be prejudicial in their influence upon the popular 
mind, and which, if susceptible of a practical re- 
alization, would be fatal to the interests of a Di- 
vinely organised Christianity. 

For if the church has become obsolete—unfitted 
to the diffusion of truth—if a broader platform—a 
more liberal feliowship—a more elevated standing, 
is needed, why then the sooner the church is aban- 
doned and the society substituted the better. Or if it 
be true that sectarianisia necessarily coherés to our 
denominational segregations and that true christian 
catholicity can only be found in a broader and more 
elevated union, a christian comprehensiveness, then 
evidently the former ought to be abandoned and the 
latter adopted. For if our ecclesiasticiem does nct 
involve in its polity and discipline a true catholic 
ism and anticipate a full and universal diffusion «f 
christianity, then it is manifestly false and worth- 
lesss. 

We make not these remarks for the sake of crit. 
icism. For the American Tract Society we cher- 
ish the kindest feeling and the most enlarged con- 
fidence. It is doing a great and glorious work ! 
But we see no need of such exhuberant adulation. 
at least of such unfortunate depreciations of the 
appropriate appointed work of the ministry in the 
formation and disciplining of churches, We do 
not think it an inferior work And we believe in 
all sincerity that Gabriel would prefer the pulpit to 
the platform—the preaching of the Gospel to the 
making of speeches—the planting and training of 
churches to the organizing of societies—the church 
of which Christ is the head with her ministry and 
ordinances and discipline, to any and every combi- 
nation, however good and useful, for the conver- 
sion of the world.
